An act of bravery that 
may have saved a man’s life 
has earned Ralph Miller, an

Miller, a bus driver for 
MCT since 1989, is being 
recognized for coming to the 
rescue of a neighbor who 
caught on fire while burning 
grass in his back yard.

The county has also 
won several awards for its 
handling of the annual budget, 
Little said. 

Bathon said the County 
Board sets budget targets for 
each department and leaves it 
up to the department head to 
spend within those amounts. 

The process gives the 
department heads, such as the 
sheriff or the state’s attorney, 
the ability to control costs 
within each department.

But 
here’s the scoop. When 
planted in fall, the roots of 
woody plants will 
continue to grow until the 
ground is completely 
frozen. And that usually 

ives it two or three 
months. The tops of the 
plants may get nipped by 
the cold along the way, 
but the roots keep on 
growing. 


Here’s the big advantage 
of fall planting. The plant 
doesn’t have to deal with 
hot, dry weather right 
away. A new tree, with 
fewer roots has a tougher 
time finding water. 
Naturally, the cooler it is 
outside, the less stress for 
the plant. The plants 
simply won't lose as much 
water as they would in the 
middle of summer. 


Cooler nights will 
become commonplace in 
the next few weeks, as 
we're noticing a definite 
difference in the amount 
of daylight. All this adds 
up to nearly perfect 
planting conditions. 


The end result is a tree 
or shrub that will be more 
established and better 
equipped to deal with hot 
weather when next 
summer rolls around. 


Fall’s also a good time 
for planting lawns, so if 
you've been contemplat- 
ing putting in a new one 
or‘patching up the old, it’s 
time to get going. Newly 
planted grass likes the 
grand conditions of fall 
just as much as trees and 
shrubs do.

Green Tomatoes? 

Have any green 
tomatoes admist the red 
ones? If so, harvest them. 
Green tomatoes that are 
glossy and about three 
quarters of their full size 
are called mature green 
tomatoes. Slice open one. 
The gel in the seed cavity 
is thick and seeds slide 
easily off a knife. 


Tomatoes picked at this 
time will ripen indoors. 
Not the smaller ones, 
though, they’ll rot if kept 
for any length of time. 
Green tomatoes bruise 
very easily, so handle 
with care. Store them ina 
single layer at 55° to 70°F, 
and away from a source of 
bright light. 


You can speed up the 
ripening process by 
manipulating the storage 
temperature. The warmer 
it is, the faster they'll 
ripen. Why go to all this 
trouble? You'll still be 
enjoying garden-fresh 
tomatoes while 
everybody else will have 
to settle for store-bought. 


If your lawn hasn’t been 
fed yet, there’s no need to 
wait any longer.

Salad to sauce, herbs to hand-poured 
candles, bird houses to baskets, the Best of 
Missouri Market on Saturday and Sunday 
serves up a gourmet platter of what makes 


mid-America a center for artisans and 
excellent food. 

There should be ingredients aplenty for 
people to cook their favorite brews, plus 
pottery and furniture to hold them on their 
way home. 

Two new food vendors at the market at 
the Missouri Botanical Garden are 
Hendrickson’s — which bottles its reputation 
in a single product, Unique Dressing and 
Seasoning — and Rivertown Foods, makers 
of the popular Taste of The Hill products. 

Mike Schinker, Hendrickson’s manager, 
explains the “unique” eepent of the dressing

the Taste of the Hill pasta sauces are the 
hallmark of the company. It also makes 
barbecue sauce, salad dressing, frozen pizza 
and blended cheeses. 

The three flavors of barbecue sauce, sold 
under a Lewis and Clark label with a 
background map of the Northwest 
Territory, are available primarily at, 
specialty shops and alon: the Katy Trail. 

“The pasta sauce has been a success. 
since Day One,” he says. “It is designed to 
be of excellent quality but also affordable 
It is high in paste, but a sweeter variety in 
taste. We worked ‘with some of the food 
service people to get a flavor that was 
authentic ‘hill.” * 

Its thick texture lets it “stick to pasta

One taster liked the 
cranberry variety because 
the tart fruit offset the 
cereal’s sweetness.

She liked the inclusion of

“The cereal was fresh 
and creamy, even made 
with water. It stayed warm 
and had good oat texture 
and flavor — a little mushy 
and a little coarse,”’ she 
said. 

She liked the practicality 
of packets. 

“It was very easy to 
make, too. I prepared it 
with water already in the 
cereal and it was ready in 
1% minutes. Packages 
would be easy for the office 
or hurried mornings at 
home,’’ she added.

“The packet instantly 
offered that 
blueberry-cereal aroma 
when you opened it,” a

Fall is time for bulbs — 
and ‘buddies’ for bulbs: 


Fall is the traditional season 
for planting the colorful tulips, 
daffodils and other bulbs that 
bloom in the spring. 

But today savvy gardeners 
are taking note that fall is also 
a perfect time to plant such 
perennial ‘‘bulb buddies” as 
forsythia, heuchera, cowslip, 
hosta, golden feverfew, _ 
Myosotis (forget-me-not), ivy, 
Nepeta (catrmmt), primroses 
and others were 

Used in smart combinations, 
inter-planted bulbs and 
perennials can create an 
especially intriguing spring 
border that serves as a 
springboard to a super 
summer garden 

When planning the early 
spring garden, look to combine 
early-flowering bulbs with 
perennials that produce early 
foliage and/or early flowers. 
The early, long-flowering 
miniature Narcissus 
“February Gold,’’ for 
example, offers glorious yellow 
flowers in exactly the same 
hue as Forsythia intermedia 
“Golden Bell.’’ This narcissus 
also teams up smartly with 
another perennial, yellow 
cowslip (Primula veris) 
Cowslip, in turn, 
spritely match for oth 
narcissi such as the diminutive 
yellow favorite ‘‘Minnow’’ and 
the elegant Louise de Coligny. 

For a sophisticated color 
combo, consider blue lungwort 
(Pulmonaria angustifolia), so 
named because it was once 
thought to have medicinal 
qualities related to the lungs, 
and the later-flowering pale 
yellow Narcissus Jenny. Both 
plants thrive in semi-shade 
and tolerate moisture well. 

Bulbs combined with 
perennials in a landscape are 
used to complement, not 
dominate, the planting. The 
idea is to create a rich 
tapestry of color, form and 
texture. Avoid perennials that 
will spread too quickly and 
overpower their partners. 


Whereas huge beds of tulips 
or hyacinths were once mainly 
used to cut blazing swaths of 
color that bloomed and then 
faded across the landscape, 
now they are often used in 
more subtle combinations to 
create evolving scenarios in 
the spring garden. Shape, 
height, color, texture and 
bloom times should all be 
considered. 

There’s also a practical side 
to all this. After the flowers of 
spring bulbs fade, the 
remaining foliage is left’to wilt 
and die back. While necessary 
if the bulbs are to flower again 
next spring, this withering 
phase can be a let down in the 
garden. 

Inter-planting with 
quickly-growing leafy ground 
covers such as hosta, leadwort, 
ferns and heuchera, can be the 
answer. Camouflaging with 
appropriate perennials is a 
win-win situation in anyone’s 
garden-and pretty too. A 
planting of Hosta tardiana 
Halcyon becomes something 
quite special with the cheerful 
blue racemes of Muscari Blue 
Spike peeking through. And 
why not add tall, elegant 
green-and-white Tulipa Spring 
Green to the mix for extra 
measure. After bloom, the 
tulips’ fading foliage is easily 
masked by the fast-growing 
blue-green leaves of the hosta. 

One thing to remember when 
mine bulbs and perennials is 
that shade loving perennials 
can be combined perfectl; 
with many sun loving bulbs. 
The reason is that the bulbs 
are at their best while the 
branches of deciduous trees 
are without leaves. This means 
that even many wooded areas 
have the benefit of plenty of 
spring sunshine. By the time 

.e early summer sun heats 
things uP — and the 
spring-blooming bulbs are 
asleep for the season — the 
tree leaves have come out, 
providing plenty of shade for 


perennials. 

Bulb and perennial 
combinations can be 
permanent additions to garden 
beds and borders. The bulbs 
should be planted a little 
deeper, up to nine inches for 
tulips, and left in the ground 
after flowering. Each fall; 
some slow release bulb food, 
or a top-dressing of compost or 
other organic fertilizer will 
help them perform in spring. 

Many combinations, ever 
unusual ones can be perfectly 
pleasing. Consider clusters_of 
tall, nodding white Leucojum 
aestiveum amidst the lovely 
leaves of Geranium Johnson’s 
Blue. Plant the white 
starbursts of Tulipa 
turkestanica amid the 
red-leaved wood spurge 
Euphorbia amygdaloides 
Purpurea. Groundcover 

lantings of smoky mauve 

eathers come alive in spring 
with surrounding sweeps of 
cobalt blue grape hyacinths 
(Muscari armenaicum). 

Later in the season, brighten 
things up with Tulipa New 
Design combined with brilliant 
blue Scilla siberica and 
peachy-pink and yellow 
primroses. For pink-on-pink 
pleasure, pair button-headed, 
daisy-like pink Bellis perennis 
Pomponette with deep 
wine-colored, fringed Tulipa 
Burgundy Lace. Or try 
May-flowering camassias such 
as C. Jeichtlinii Alba, which 
are perfect in a shady spot 
combined with ferns. For a 
spectacular summer 
combination, plant the great 
Eremurus (foxtail lily) with 
plant-buddy Aichemilla (lady’s 
mantle). 

In containers, too, bulbs and 
perennials enjoy life together. 
Choose permanent residents 
first — perennials that will live 
serve as foliage or flower 
anchors, Bold hostas, giant 
ferns or pewter- or 
magenta-leaved heuchera are 
good examples.
